No. 3/4/2006-Public.-r- Ustad Bismillah Khan 
passed away on 21st August, 2006 at Varanasi. 

2. Bom on 21 st March, 1916 at Dumraon, Bihar in 
a family of traditional Shehnai players, Ustad Bismillah 
Khan was the foremost Shehnai player of the Hindustani 
system of instrumental music. He received training in 
music from his illustrious maternal uncle late Ali Bux of 
Varanasi. His gave his first public performance in 1930 
at the age of 14 in an All India Music Conference at 
Allahabad. He was acclaimed as a talented musician in 
1937 when he won three gold medals at the All India 
Music Conference at Kolkata. 

3. Ustad Bismillah Khan enthralled the audiences 
with a sterling performance from the ramparts of 
Red Fort on India’s first Republic Day. During his long 
and illustrious career as an acclaimed Shehnai maestro, 
he took the Shehnai to unprecedented heights and gave 
performance in almost every capital city across the world. 
He was an epitome of humility pnd simplicity. He loathed 
glamour and ostentation in any form.

4. For his scintillating and enriching 
performances, the legendary mjaestro was decorated with 
the Sangeet Natak Akademi award in 1956, Padma Sliri 
in 1961; Padma Bhushan in 1968, Padma Vibhushan in 
1980, Tansen award from the Government of Madhya 
Pradesh and Bharat Ratna in 2001. He received honorary 
doctorates from the Benaras Hindu University and 
Shantiniketan. 

5. Ustad Bismillah Khan’s demise has left avoid 
in Indian music which will remain unfilled for a long 
time. 

6. Ustad Bismillah Khan is survived by five sons 
and three daughters.
